CLASSES 


Study,  observation,  and  practice  are  the  means  through  which  nursing 
is  learned.  The  foundation  for  cHnical  practice  in  the  hospital  is  laid  in  the 
classrooms  and  laboratories  of  the  School  of  Nursing.  Visual  education  aids  are 
used  to  emphasize  many  areas  of  our  study.  The  use  of  the  microscope  intro- 
duces us  to  microorganisms  responsible  for  disease  as  we  learn  to  correlate 
scientific  knowledge  with  nursing  practice.  In  our  dietetics  laboratory,  we  apply 
principles  of  nutrition  in  the  preparation  and  serving  of  meals. 

Our  basic  skills  begin  here  -  in  the  classroom  -  and  they  are  developed 
in  all  areas  of  the  hospital,  where  we  move  toward  our  goal  of  becoming  nurses 
by  observation  and  work. 


Nursing  Arts  -  that  all-encom- 
passing study  that  develops 
and  perfects  the^  techniques  we 
use  in  giving  bedside  care  to 
our  patients.  With  hands  tremb- 
ling under  the  educational  eye 
of  the  instructor,  we  perform 
procedures  upon  one  another. 
As  our  assurance  and  under- 
standing grow,  we  employ  the 
nursing  arts  we  have  learned 
in  the  care  of  hospital  patients 
— with  the  hope  that  our  once- 
trembling  hands  are  now  dex- 
terous and  efficient  in  making 
our  patients  comfortable. 


Four  weeks  are  spent  in  the 
Dietetics  Department  of  the  hos- 
pital, where  we  gain  know- 
ledge of  the  "behind-the- 
scenes"  work  that  goes  into  the 
serving  of  patients'  meals.  Em- 
phasis is  placed  upon  special 
diets  and  the  efficient  and  at- 
tractive serving  of  foods  for  the 
hospital  patient. 


Post  -  Anesthesia  Recovery 
Room  -  here  we  work  for  one 
week  to  participate  in  the  im- 
mediate care  of  patients  coming 
from  surgery.  Blood  pressures, 
emergency  treatment,  and  keen 
observation  are  all-important 
factors  in  our  duties  in  this 
department. 
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Learning  operative  aseptic 
technique  is  the  keynote  of  our 
thirteen-week's  experience  in 
the  operating  rooms.  As  circu- 
lating and  scrub  nurses,  we 
participate  in  the  intriguing 
work  of  major  and  minor  sur- 
gery. We  grow  in  appreciation 
of  the  surgeons'  skill  and  in  our 
awareness  of  the  amazing  intri- 
cacies of  human  anatomy. 


Learning  the  prevention  and  treatment  of  disease 
outside  the  hospital  is  the  purpose  of  our  six-weeks' 
experience  in  the  Central  Free  Dispensary.  Many- 
areas  of  out-patient  care  are  included  in  our  work 
here:  assisting  with  the  physical  examination  of 
patients,  consuhing  with  patients  about  their  daily 
diet  and  health  habits,  and  learning  to  be  "teachers 
of  health"  and  to  adapt  hospital  practices  for  home 
use. 


Obstetrics  is  a  word  that  is  important  to 
every  woman,  and  it  forms  a  vital  part  in  the 
training  of  each  nurse.  Here  we  take  our  part  in 
the  happiness  surrounding  the  birth  of  a  baby. 
In  the  delivery  rooms,  we  care  for  mothers  dur- 
ing labor  and  participate  in  the  teamwork  of 
actual  deliveries.  And  there's  the  nursery, 
where  we  can  all  be  "mother.^"  as  we  feed  and 
care  for  the  newborn  babies.  Included  in  the 
three  months  spent  in  the  Obstetrics  Depart- 
ment are  the  care  and  instruction  of  mothers 
following  delivery. 
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Pediatrics  -  the  world  of  child- 
ren! Our  three  months  here  in- 
clude a  lot:  the  gavage  feeding 
of  the  fragile  prematures;  dia- 
per-changing and  rocking 
chairs  in  the  infants'  section; 
T.V.,  stories,  and  games  in  the 
children's  department;  the  in- 
tricacies of  formula  preparation 
in  the  milk  laboratory.  Through- 
out, the  training  of  our  powers 
of  observation  to  give  compe- 
tent care  to  these  "little  people" 
of  the  hospital. 


Twenty-four  girls  each  year  are  selected  to 
affiliate  with  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  of  Chi- 
cago. The  V.N.A.  provides  an  excellent  opportunity 
to  practice  nursing  in^the  home,  many  times  under 
adverse  conditions. 

The  girls  who  have  been  fortunate  enough  to 
have  this  affiliation  can  tell  you  many  amusing 
stories  of  their  experiences;  the  many  times  they 
couldn't  find  the  house,  and  how  many  times  they 
got  on  a  bus  headed  in  the  wrong  direction. 

Each  girl  spends  one  week  on  the  T.T.S.  Service. 
During  this  time  she  learns  the  principles  of  vene- 
puncture and  venoclysis. 

The  examining  room  supplies  the  floors  with  var- 
ious equipment  such  as  spinal  trays,  cut-down  trays, 
and  other  specialized,  equipment  necessary  for 
treatment.
